If the American flag appears in the 
East it will be as an emblem of their 
liberty, and not of ;our dominion. 
She will desire to meet the great re- 
sponsibility of this war solely in the 
interests of the provinces we may de- 
liver from Spain, and not tor our 
own. 


"The power of the United States is 


to be exerted through example and 
influence, and not by force. It will 
be a sad thing for .the country, it will 
be a sad thing fur mankind, if the 
people of the United States come to 
abandon their fundamental doctrine. 
We are giving it a hard strain in our 
dealing with the negro at the South. 
We arc giving it a hard strain in our 
dealing with the great problem of 
immigration. But it cannot stand if 
this country undertake also to exer- 
cise dominion over conquered islands, 
over vassal states, over subject races.

Santiago de Cuba, Aug. 16.—The at- 


tit'ude of the Cubans toward Americans 
is one of. sullen hostility. The better 
class in Cuba favor the annexation of 
the island to the United States and a 
majority of the masses are ready and 
anxious to work and accept the shel 
ter and protection -afforded 
"by 
an 


American protectorate; but they ar 
influenced by a certain class of rabid 
orators arid breeders of sedition am 
rebellion against anything smacking o 
law and order. 


This -inflammatory class demands 


and urges the recognition of Cuba for 
the Cubans and spurns all offers or 
suggestions tending to prosperity un- 
der an American protectorate 'and ex- 
cites popular discontent. This is exact- 
ly the class that pushes itself most Into 
evidence and whose views and opinions 
are most overheard and published. 


Their advice to the Cubans 5s to re- 


pudiate all offers ol peace or a cessa- 
tion of hostilities and to look upon an 
armistice as an agreement-between the 
United States and Spain on their owu 
account and not binding upon the free 
and independent state of Cuba, whose 
liberating army not only repudiates 
pacification; but will ignore the armis- 
tice to the point of continuing to wage 
war and shading every Spaniard in 
the field.
